An interesting scheme of co- 
operative production is to be 
started at Halses Island (Essex), 
by which it is hoped that land- 
holders will be able to make £500 
annually out of a three-acre al- 
lotment, Mr. Alfred Smith, of the 
Agricultural Organisation S scie- 
ty recently gave a Dady News 
renresentative some particulars 
of the project. 

"A Public Utility Society has,” 
he said, ‘been registered under 
the Industrie! and Provident 
Societies Act for the purpose of 
providing about 300 three-acre 
fruit and egg farms. A‘ thousand 
acres of land have been ‘secured, 
and building operations will begin 
the moment the approval of the Lo- 
cal Government Board is is sued. 

“Bach house will be erected 
on a plot of three acres, which 
will be .planted with apple, 
pear, plum, and peach trees, cur- 
rant. and gooseberry bushes. 
‘There will also be ample roon 
‘for the usual range of vegetable 


crop 
“The farm in the centre of the 
estate is to be used for the pro-i 
duction of ‘eggs, and also of 
chickens of a first-class laying 
strain. All the hens will be trap- 
nested, and none will be retained 
as breeding stock if they lay 
fewer than 200 eggs 4 year. 
The landholders. will be 
supplied ‘every spring with 
eggs or chickens from this 
farm for the renewal of their 
stock at the net cost of produc- 
Feeding-stufis, . wire-net- 
tee, and all other requisites will 
be “purchased co-operatively by 
the society, and eggs. fruit; and: 
tables will be sold ‘by similar 
method, It is calculated’ that 
the cost of placing the egé on. the 
London market will not exceed a 
on: y dozen. «.

SENTIMENTALISM AND: 
“SIN. : 


Notes of a sermon by the Rev. 
J. Kirk Maconachis at: Union 
. Church on Sunday morning:>— 
.-“Tlknow thy works, and thy 
love and faith and ministry” and 
patience, and that thy last works 
are more than the first. But I 
hava this against thee, that thou 
toleratest. that Jezebel of a wo- 
man, who calleth herself 4 
prophetess; and she teacheth and 
seduceth my servants to commit 
fornication, and to eat things 
sacrificed to idols."-— Rev. 2-19-20. 
The Church in Thyatira has 
been. characterised by~a discern- 
ing student as the sentimental 
Church, on the ground that 
whilst it abounded in “love and 
. faith-and service and patience. 
itcame weefully short in moral 
authority, and tolerated gorript- 
ions which should have been put 
_ down with a strong’ hand.. The 
message to it is perhaps the most 
obscure of the seven, becauxe 
we know 50 little 2f the local con- 
ditions. : 
’ Thy atira itself was chiefly ofim- 
portance as the ‘strategic key to 
Pergamum, but had acqmired 2 
flourishing trade in cloths, dye- 
stuffs and bronze work. These 
wares were profitably marketed 
even in distant parts br such 
merchants as “Lydia, a seller of 
purple, of the city of Thyatira.” 
who, as we tread, received the 
gospel from Paul's teaching at 
Philippi,’ and afforded him and 
~ his companion the shelter of her 
house." , 
Credible tradition ascribes the 
introduction of Christianity to 
Thyatira to this devout and able 
woman. If that be so, additional 
‘ interest is imparted to the fact 
’ that ig was also a woman who 


, ,. led the Church astray, of which 


we shall have a word to vay 
presently. . 

It is natural to compre 
Thyatira with Ephesus,. both 
being Churches of - some 
‘strength. and both commended 
for considerable achievements. 
Ephesus possessed virtues whica 
her neighbour lacked, those 
_mamely of purity and discipline. 
All was vitiated however by a 
fault from which Thyatira was 
free, lovelessness. 7 

The coldness into .which 
strenuous Ephesus fell had not 
overtaken Thyatira. She still 
retained the blessing of 
.the young heart, and a 
supreme blessing it is. If we take 
warning from Ephesus, whose 
admirable qualities were like to 


_ > be nullified because it had left its 


first love, let us learn of Thyatira. 


_, whose grievous fault fell sbort of 


being fatal because the Searcher 
* of hearts could still say, “]-know 
thy love,” 

Having noted the excellency of 
Thyatirathe message deals plain- 
ly with its corresponding fault :— 

“TY have this against thee, that 
thou toleratest ” Pause 
on the -word, for toleratios ts 
rarely imputéd as a fault to-day. 
Yet over tolerance isa danger of 
the: warm-hearted... When. it 
springs out of .real magnanimity 
toleration cannot go too far, 
but. there is . a spurious 
brand which only bespeaxs 
our lack of power or will to dis- 
criminate between true and false, 
right and wrong. ‘ToJeration, one 
is tempted to say, is expected to 
do duty now for all the virtues. 

. Everybody tolerates evetybody 
else, the saint the sinner, the sin- 
“ner in turn the saint. All opinions 
are held with the anaemic reserv- 
ation that. the opposite is just 
as likely to be true. If opinions 
_were all, it might not matter, but 
‘when it comes to conduct we are 
on different ground. But even in 
common morals it needs courage 
to be strict to-day, when strict- 
ness is out of fashion. We seer 
to floatina welter of uncontrolled 
impulses, in which regard for 
order and law has a struggle to 
exist. Sentimentalism runs rife. 
Conduct is tested by the feel- 
ings it excites and the immediate 
-results it may attain, not by the 
principles it obeys, and when ill 
‘consequences eventually “super- 
vene we take.to pitying ourselves 
and reviling fate. From. the 
Kindergarden onwards we seem 


engaged in an attempt toeliminate, 


effort and discipline from human 
experience. Restriction 
-every. kind is resented 
as injury to one’s. personality 
_ and a bar to self-development. 
“:-The war, as always, brought 
‘about a tremendous relaxation of 
ordinary bonds and obligations. 
War is bound te have that effect, 
for it is essentially the. negation 
: of common law in favour of 
military regulation which sub- 


|. ordinates every other considera-. 


« tion to the military object:

sign of the times,* Thorough as 
always, the Prussian Government 
and. people pushed the logic of 
disregard for moral convention 
further than the rest of us, ard 


‘that with a cynicism and brutal- 
ity which shocked the world, all] 


of it bathed, mark you, in a 
slopping aver of sentimentality 
about German rights and claims, 
ani genius and Kulvur, and world. 
wide mission. . But before the 
war the same impatience of aelf- 
control, or control of any kind 
was but too evident. . 

In England if we did not like 
law we disregarded it. Resist- 
ance, passive or active, individ. 
ual-or organised, was the order of 
the day--if order it could be 
called “to whatever one dis- 
approved of, and not resistance 
on the’ platforn or at the 
ballot box in loyalty to our demo- 
cratic constitution, but in what- 
ever: way might create. most 


“| disturbance and bring contempt 


on public rule and administration. 
We gloried in our rebellions; the 
popular ambition seemed to be to 
get into gaol, whence we emerged 
heroes in the eyes of our fellow- 
sentimentalists. : 

That Church life should 

reflect these tendencies. is of 
coutse, inevitable. Church activ- 
ties tend to become a feverish 
attempt to be all things to all men 
in the impossible and unapostolic 
sense of pleasing everybody. We 
blame one another if everybody 
is not pleased, on the sentimental 
supposition that everybodys would 
find pleasure in Christian ideals 
and living of we could hit on the 
tight metbods to commend them. 
Nobody, it seems to be thought. is 
really to be. blamed for anything 
—nobody, that isto say, outside 
the Churches. Sin is but a 
mistake, an aberration, a lack of 
opportunity or knowledge, any- 
thing you please except the. out- 
come of a perverse will. which 
loves the darkness rather than 
the light because its deeds are 
evil. Such is the common 
refusal to face hard facts of life | 
and ‘history. and because of it our 
pity for the sinner is of the kind 
which debilizates when it ought ta 
brace. There is this against some 
whose faith is fruitful in many 
loving and self-sacrificing minis- 
tries, that they tolerate what is 
not to be borne, and in their fear 
of harshness to wrotgdoers and 
wronglovers part with all moral 
authority and induence. 

The deliberate harshness in 
which this message to Thyatira 
proceeds is designed to dispel the 
glamour of sentimentality and to 
force dttention ,to realities :— 
“Thou - toleratest that Jezebal 
of “a woman. who~ calleth 
herself a  prophetess, and 
seduces My servants, etc.” 


From Lydia to ‘“ Jezebel", the 
two women whose influence 
appears’in- Thyatira, is from about 
ithe best in our humanity: to its 
yery worst. God bas no more 
precious gift for Church or world 
than a true Christian woman. 
Satan has no more effective agent 
than one who merits the 
name of Ahab’s wicked wife, who 
brought ber adopted country nigh 
unto a curse and made her hus- 
band a byeword of iniquity. The 
history of courts, like that -of 
cottages, shows that in all times 
none can stir up more evil than 
an evil woman. Lady Macbeth is 
the real knave; Macbeth himself 
is the fool, There is-more truth 
than most women seem to know, 
in the saying that men are very 
much what women make of them 
—I will add expect of them. The 
traditional story. of man-and wo- 
man begins with a reminder to 
every daughter of Eve that with 
her lies very much the making or 
marring of life. “The woman 
hom Thou gavest me to be with 
me,.she gav2 unto me, and I did 
eat.” - Poor Adam! We rate him 
‘for meanness, but it-was the best 
defence. he could have offered, 
end there was truth in it, though 
not the whole truth, After 
all, daughters of Eve, was higher 
tribute ever paid you? Could 
this heaven-bestowed companion, 
Adam seems to say, have led him 
wrong? You are God’s gift, not 
seldom His revelation, of*truth 
and stedfastness and purity. . If 
you fail usin these, many a 
hard-driven man will cease 
to believe in them. You will 
never know, no one will, how 
many times the remembrance of 
mother, wife, - or - promised 
bride has held back young 
men's steps from the way 
of death, and saved meture 
men from cynicism or despair. 
“We don't -want to be 
put on 2 pedestal.” So the 
modern woman is said to speak. 
In a sense .one can sympathise, 
but does it ever imply that the 
modern woman does not want ‘to 
be worthy of the exaltation? 
Does, her 
mean an. aim at levelling 
up; or is it the assertion. of her 
right to go in for a levelling 
down? Equality of the sexes in 
the essentials of citizenship most

STILL GOING UP..- 


These are optimistic days, and 
the optimists are those whoare 
amassing fortunes at present. The 
elusive dollar has been registering 
a. steady-rise for some months and 
all prophets have been falsified, 
for there is no indication how far 
the sterling rate is going to travel. 
Three shillings was considered 
the limit for a Hongkong dollar, 


but today it is in the region of , 


4s. 6d. and 2 spirit of optimism is 
rampant that it may touch 57. 

Of course, the sterling value of 
the dollar has néver been up to 
the silver parity; for ifits value 
were based on this’standard the 
dollar would be worth much more 
than it commands to-day in the 
local market. 

The turn of the tide has set in, 
for there is now some approach 
to an attempt to give the 
silver dollar its rightful value 
in inter-relation to « the 
silver market. The local market 
recently has been letting itself 
go, and why -and wherefore 
this is, even ,the Hongkong 
and Shanghai Bank, as an 
institution which guards the 
financial ‘interests of the 
Colony and- is as mute 
as. the Sphinx. cannot vouch- 
safe a reason. The Exchange 
Broker finds it difficult to keep in 
close. contact with a market 
which wants to break away from 
all control. . : 

The Chinese speculators have 
been the hardest hit. by. the high 
dollar exchange. They of all 
others cannot understand why oa 
earth the dollar which was only 
worth two shillings should 
be ‘ds. 6d. to-day. All 
rises that have taken place, were 
in’ their opinion, unsteble and 
artificial and.certain to recede to 
the previous level. But they have 
been falsified, and instead of reced- 
ing the sterling value has shot 
steadily forward, with the result 
that thase Chinese who persisted 
in “ buying ” (Exchange parlance, 


‘which -in ordinary work-a-day 
world way of expressing it would |’ 


be termed selling) have been 
involved in serious losses. 
Within a couple of days the 
progress of apthe market has 
been somewh" romantic. Since 
Satuday ‘the sterling value 
has made a jump of 24d, 
Perhaps, the American gold’ 
dollar is the department that 
interests many. merchants, for 
H.R. $100 can to-day command 
gold $94, in comparsion to 90 


on Saturday and 80 acouple of |! 


months ago. At this rate it is 
quite possible that the difference 
between a gold and silver dollar 


[may soon disappear or become 


negligible. 


all, desire. But the equality of 
the liquor bar and the smoke 
room is another matter, and 
woman will pay dearly if she 
insists on any such thing.

It is easy to argue that if 
this or «that is permissible 
in a man it should noy, be ‘denied 
a-woman: but you.cannot argue 
against an instinct, and it is an 
inexpugnable instinct which sets 
a ,higher standard in some 
respects for the half of humanity 
which used ‘to be called the 
gentler sex, and which ought to 
be gentler, Iezie or no logic, 
When I hear a woman 
boasting of her cocktails I cannot 
deny her “right” to them and all 
they mean if she chooses. But 
neither can f refrain from the 
reflection, “ What fall was ther,e 
my countrymen!” and that near- 
ly every other man in the world 
feels the same I am quite cer- 
tain, logic or .na  logoic. 

Sister, if any. man builds a 
shrine for you, don't pullit down. 
The world has none too many 
objects of reverence as it is; leave 
it in yourself one which, though 
it is may not be ideal, can 
at least be idealised. 

As for the women who could 
play the part of Jezebel to-day, 
that is who under the cloak of 
higher thought and emancipation 
should tamper with moral prin- 
ciples and relax the rules ‘of 
decent conduct, the society which 
tolerates ber will have ite 
candlestick quenched in decad- 
ence and shame, Such’ was this 
prophetess, as she called horself, 
of Thyatira, a leaderin one of the 
Gnostic sects so-called, of which 
many ‘terrible things ‘are ‘said in

RITAIN OUTSTRIPPED BY 
- GERMANY AND AMERICA. 


’ Much speculation exists as to 
the causo ‘of the delay in 
the issuing of “the second 
report of. the Nitrogen Pro- 
ducts Committee. The Com- 
Mittae’s war scheme was the 
establishment of plant for the 
fixation of atmospheric nitrogen 
on a large scale by the Haber or 
exnthotic ammonia process. 

After an expenditure of a sum 
reputed to be about £1,000, 000 on 
investigations and plant at Bil- 
lingham-on-Tees, the scheme was 
suddenly stopped before manu- 
facture. began. The opinion was 
expressed by anauthority recently 
that the second” report is delaved 
simply by the long process 0 
compiling the index. EWhen it 
appears,” he said," 1 donot think 
it will tell us anything that was 
not previously known, or that the 
Committee has found something 
better than the German practice. 


“According to the reports I 

-have received from Germany 
progress there has been very 
great, though I doubt the state- 
ment that German chemists have 
perfected & process for cheap 
productibn of synthetic urea. 
and I think that the buge 
ammonia factory alleged to have 
been built since the Armistice is 
merely an extension of the 
Badische, works at Lud 
wigshafen. 

* “In the production of nitrogen 
from the air we are very much 
behind Germany, France, Nor- 
way,and the United States. It 
is ‘due i in my opinion to the fact 
that we did not apply the know- 
ledge we possessed during the 
war. We depended entirely on 
the import of nitrates from Chile 
forthe manufacture of nitric acid, 
and no plant of arly considerable 
size was erected in this country 
for the synthetic, manufacture of 
nitric acid. 

“Prance,.on the other hand, 
made arrangements in 1913 with 
the «Nitrogen Products and 
Carbide Co., Ltd.. of London, for 
the establishment of very. large 
plants. These plants, “tozether 
with accessory establishments 
involved an expenditure of abou: 
$20,000,000. 

“When America entered the 
war she immediately took steps 
to erect similar works at Muscle 
Shoals, Alabama, for the manu- 
facture of nitric acid and nitrate 

- ofammonia from cyanamide on] 
a very large scale. 

“A great deal of invest igation 
by Government departments in 
this country could have been. 
saved, by consulting men who 
had special technical knowledge 
in these particular lines. Insteas, 
nothing was established .by the 
Government of this country 
beyond the smallest experimental 
plants. 

“ The factory at Billingham-on- 
Tees, which the Government in- 
tended to run, was not, I under- 
stand, completed at the time of 
the Armistice. In that factory it 
was proposed to’ manufacture 
nitric acid from ammonia pro- 
duced by a process analogous to 
the: Haber process perfected. by 
the Badische Company. But in 
view of the very large number of 
patents-covering all details of the 
process, jt is doubtful if such a 
plant could b2 ran in this country 

without a working arrangement 
with that company. 

Any statement that this country 
had “no synthetic process on a 
commercial: scale is not -truc. 
Before the war the Nitrogen Pro- 
duces Company had purchased 
the world’s rights for the Ostwald 
process for the synthesis of ni'ric 
acid: from ammonja) and works of 
considcrablesize were inexistence 
at Vilvorde, Belgium, in which 
ammonia generated from cyana- 
mide was converted intd nitric 
acid, the cyanamide being manu- 
factured by the Nitrogen Pro- 
ducts Company at their works at 
Odda, Norway. 

“Tt would, therefore, have heen 
quite possible, and. was even 
proposed, to erect in this country 
large carbide and cyanamide 
works, toget:er: with plant for 
the oxidation of ammonia to nitric 
acid, on the Ostwald principle. 

- These works could have been 
_ established in the neighbourhood 

- of:coal mines, where they could 
have been operated quite cheaply. 


“By the use of ample capital,. 
and organisation on a large scale, 
e big industry for the manu- 
facture of nitric acid and nitrates 
could be run on commercial lines 
in-‘this country. Under. these 
conditions. nitrates would be 

roduced at’ a lower price

BRITISH. ‘EXPEDITION: TO 
START NEXT YEAR. . 


Mr. John L, Cope, who accom- 
panied the. Imperial » Trans- 
Antarctic expeditiod to the Ross 
‘Sea in 1914-17, has’ outlined his 
plans for the new British venture 
to the South Pole, which he is’ to 
lead in June next, and his views 
on the work which it is hoped to 
accomplish in a five_years’ stay. 
As already announced in the 
Datly News, the equipment of the 
British .Imperial Antarctic ex- 
pedition will include an.seroplane 
and by means of wireless the ex- 
plorers hope to be able to keep in 
touch with civilisation throughout 
their adventurous jonrney. 


The. general objects of the ex- 
plorers are — 


To carry on the work already 
done by other explorers. 


To obtain further information 
of auscientific and economic 
value. 


Generally to extend our know- 
ledge of the Antarctic continent, 
and thus to endeavour to complete 
the map. 

* We propose to leave England 
next June.” said Mr. Cope, “and 
sail for Wellington 1 (New Zealand 
thence we proceed to Macquarie 
Island, where a geological survey 
isto be made. Then we proceed 
to Scott Island, and establish 
wireless and . . meteorological 
stations; and thence we go to 
New Harbour, where headquart- 
ers will be fixed. 


“Thus, with our boat. and acro- 
plane, carrying wireless equip- 
ment,;and those stations establi- 
shed, we shall galways be in 
wireless touch with civilisation 


whenever we go.” 


By using ‘the aeroplane it is 
hoped in a flight of 20 or 25 hours 
toavoida tortuous journey lasting 
many months, 


“The distance of the Pole from 
the base from “which the aero- 
plane will start.” said, Mr. Cope. 
“is about 750 miles. We shall of 
course, be compelled to take .a 
sledge and extra provisions. ete., 
to enable us to get back im the 
event of the aeroplane 
breaking down: and = with 
the weight of all these things it 
will be necessary to cut down our 
fuel to the minimum or taking 
off will be very difficult and lift- 
ing the plane for crossing the 
mountain ranges impossible. We 
propoxe to set off with as much 
petrol as we cam, and then half- 
way on the outward journey, just 
‘before we get to a range of moun- 
tains that we have to cross. to 
dump half of it and pick At up 
again coming back.” 


It is hoped to use directional 
wireless from the base, which 
will be the ship, and so obtain 

“tail bearing.” 


Dealing with the adv antages to 
be gained Mr. Cope referred to 
the value of information regarding 
the development of the whale in- 
dustry and the probability of 
niineral wealth, including, possib- 
ly, gold, 

“As regards the scientific know- 
edge to be gained,” said Mr. Cope, 
“a great many of the sciences 
might be supplied with useful 
data; but it is in the domain of 
meteorology, in its ‘relation to 
agaiculture in the Southern Con- 
tinents, that the most immediate 
economic prospects are’ promised. 
It is generally admitted by 
meteorlogists that great droughts, 
excessive rains, heat waves, and 
unusual frosts are intimately Te- 
lated, not only to simultaneous, 
but also to antecedent meteorog- 
ieal conditions, in places far 
removed from. the regions 
affected: : 


“ Antarctic data are absolutely 
neressary if the physical pro- 
cesses involved are to be under- 
stood, and accurate long-range 
weather forecasts made for the 
benefit of agriculture, Scanty 
though 9 -r information ‘from the 
Antarctic arcaa has been, it has 
forined the groundwork and,start- 
ing point of useful research. 


“The growing science of aerial 
navigation is greatly dependent 
on meteorological forecasts, and 
if long-range weather time-tablea 
are to be constructed they must 
doubtless be based on Antarctic 
information.”

A DOCTOR'S VIEWS, 


A physician writes to a Home 
paper as follows -— 

We are threatened, so rumour 
Bays, with a great anti-driaking 
and non-smoking campaign, hail-" 
ing from America: It will be 
launched, so the story goes, with 
all the efficiency and thorough- 
ness of gigantic business enter- 
prise.” Propaganda, we are told 
will prepare the country for 
legislation, ‘ard within a 
tgeasurable distance of time 
we shall have voted our- 
selves into teetotalism and: non 


!smoking. Those of us whom, such 


a prospect may dismay can take 


|. comfort, I think, from a remem- 


brance of history. - As a nation 
we have been peculiarly suscept- 
ible to revolutions of thought and 
habit. Wedo from time to time 
go to rather violent extremes. 
The virtues of one generation 
become the vices of the next, and 
yet the present day finds us still 
with very few of .our liberties 
curtailed and, on” the whole, 


Lsingularly free from »Prejudices 


one way or another. 


NO HARD AND FAST RULE. 


The question of such a cam- 
paign naturally suggest other 
more personal problems. I am 
continually being asked, ‘Is 
smoking harmful?” and “Should 
alcohol be avoided?" Apart 
from the individual case. such 
questions have no more vital 
significance’ than .a thousand, 
others which might be asked. 
When a man asks me if I con- 
sider smoking to be bad for him. 
I naturally take several “ con- 
siderations,into account, such as 
his health and general habits of 
life, the amount of tobacco he 
smokes, and what he considers 
its effect upon him tobe, and so 
on. It is a fairly safe rule, I am 
convinced: for a man who really 
has any doubt in the matter, 
either to curtail very considerably 
the amount he smokes or else to 
knock off smoking altogether. 
Smoking affects different ‘people 
so very differently. One man may 
experience giddiness, loss of appe- 
tite. and general discomfort if he 
smoxes even a ténth of what an- 


other man smokes asa matter of || 


course and without any ill effects. 
It would be folly, therefore, to 
assert. that smoking was univer- 
sally bad. 
man who suffers ill-effects from 
smoking to give it up, but I would 
make no hard and fast. rule for 
everyone. 


_ ONLY ABUSE HARMFUL. 


The pleasure derived from 
snoking is undoubtedly the 
pleasure derived from a drug. 
But that is not to say that ic must 
therefore be deleterious.. Abuse 
of that pleasure, like that of any 
other. is not only harmful it it 
absurd, Certain people are parti- 
cularly susceptible to displays of 
violent {temper. The use of 
tobacca may do much to enable 
them to. control such  out- 
bursts or to lessen the 
susceptibility, It would be 
rash to assert that in his case, for 
example, tobacco was harm- 
ful, without.taking that fact into 
consideration. The whole ques- 
tion is surely one of use and 
abuse, as it is with that of 
alcohol. Moderation and a taking 
into account of personal idiosyn- 
erasies,,is the wisest course to 
follow. I would far rather re- 
commend, in obviously bad cases, 
complete abstention than modera- 
tion. It is usually far- more 
dificult to temper a habit that 
has become an excess than 
it is to discontinue it alto. 
gether. The giving up al- 
together of tobacco or alcohol 
very often does work wonders in 
éases of dyspepsia, insomniay and 
certain so-called nervous troubles. 
When we are in robust bealth we 
do not easily run to excess. But 
in lowered states of vitality, the 
temptation to indulgence may 
become irresistible. So that again 
Isay, if a man has any doubt at 
all as to the benefit or harmfulness 
of cither alcohol or tobacco in his 
own case, let him give them up. 
And if he'is unable to make such 
a decision for himself, let him. 
take medical advice and act upon 
Jit serupulously. .

CODE DICTIONARY. 


A real Esperanto of commerce 
has been invented by the Marconi 
Co.in their new interntional’code 
for cable and wireless telegraphy, 
which has just-been ‘published. 
It is at once a dictionary.and a 
code, for each volume is in three 
languagés—Vol, - L: . English, 
French, and Spanish; Vol. IL: 
English, Japanese, and Russian: 
Vol. Ii’: English, German, and 
Dutch, 


The code is so arranged’ that 
a London merchant can cor- 
tespond by cable or wireless with 
firms in Paris and Madrid, or 
Petrograd and Tokyo without 
knowing any Iangriage but his 
own, and without having to em- 
ploy a foreign correspondent. 
The business man who receives 
his letter can likewise translate 
the code into his own language 
without any ‘knowledge _ of 
English. 


Tn addition to words: and figures 
this code book contains all the 
modern phrases ‘in-use in general 
and business correspondence.

TYPHUS EPIDEMIC AMONG 
SOLD TIERS. 


Omsk, Oct. 11. 
Siberia is threatened with one 
of the greatest typhus epidemics 
in history, according to reports 
from Colonel Teusler and hisparty 


of Red Cross representatives who |. 


have been in Western Siberia for 
six: months, The cases among 
the Siberian troops since Jan- 
uary 1 last amount to 120,000, 
and since July . 1, to 
40,000. Fresh cases.. now 
total 1,000 daily. Trains from 
the front bring leads of stricken 
soldiers ragged and verminous. 
All the. present disinfection and 
hospital resources are over- 
whelmed, and the fever is rapidly 
spreeding anfong healthy soldiers. 
Typhus is also spreading among 
the civil population in Western 
and Middle Siberia and there are 
indications that by mid-winter it 
will Teach enormous proportions. 

' The pressure of refuges fleeing 
from the Bolsheviks in Juty, 
August and September is ,over- 
crowding all the cities from Omsk 
eastwarls.

The country 
has been stripped of all medical 
accessories, hospital clothing and 
underwear,. and the people's 
organizations, Zemstvos, town 
unions, provingial governments 
and also the Russian Red Cross 
are begging the American Red 
Cross for assistance as their only 
hope in face of the desperate 
situation. 

It the opinion of the Red Cross 

officials the reverses sustained by 
Admiral Koltchak’s army are due 
to’ the ‘inadequacy of sanitary 
facilities at the front. The troops 
are now better in moral. .

AN ENTERESTING REVIEW. 


» Mr... Ernest Smith, writing to 
the Daily News, recently, says :— 
> This last week of August is the 
tenth anniversary ofthe christen- 
ing of aviationat Rheims. The 
ceremony started in very bad 
weather, and I find,on looking 
back, that we sent home asa 
feature of the opening day the 
news that Mr. Lloyd George and 
Sir Henry Norman watched the 
flight of a Wright biplane, ‘which 
kept in the’ air for twenty-three 
minutes, Better things had been 
accomplished at training quarters, 
and -Bleriot bad already flown 
the Channel, but except in the 
minds of a. few optimists there 
was a good deal cfdoubt as to the 
utility of the heavier-than- air 
machine. 

Some of the records established 
ten yeats ago make curious read- 
ing to-day. On August 29, 1909, 
Henry Farman won'the” Grand 
Prix of Champagne and. Rheims 
for stability and endurance by 
keeping in the air for 3 hours 4 
mins,, and: covering 11214 miles. 
On June 15, 1919, Alcock and 
Brown crossed the Atlantic in 16 
hours 12 min, covering 1,900 
miles, flying a Vickers-Vimy 
machine. : 

The height record is even more 
remarkable. The organisers ef 
the Rheims tourney fixed ‘tho 
minimum height to qualify. fora 
prize at’ 50 metres~about 169 
feet. Latham won with an ascent 
of 155 metres, about 498 feet, 
Farman was second with 110 
metres, Paulhan third with 90 
metres, aud Rougier, obtained 4 
prize for reaching the height 
of 55 metres. On August 
8, this year a height 

record of 7,800 metres was 
made by. Maurice W; albaum, a 
hnative of Rheims. .A small two- 
seater machine to qualify for a 
prize in the Air Ministry’s com- 
petition must be capable ‘of Tising 
500 feet in the first minute. That 
is a greater height than the An- 
teinette monoplane struggledtoin 
1909. The large type of machine 
of the future, with seating accom- 
modation for 15 persons ‘(ex- 
clusive of crew}, must be capable 
of rising 350. feet in the first 
minute. 

The world’s s record forspeed Sot 
up at Rheims was that of Glenn 
H. Curtiss, flying one of nis own 
machines at the rate of 47)4 m 
an hour, with which he won the 
Gordon Bennett cup for America. 
The British record for speed was 
gained by Capt. Gathergood on 
July 21 of this year, when he won 
the Aerial Derby with a. Napier. 
engined: Airco’ machine, at the 
rate of 129.3 miles per hour.
